TRAGEDY IN A POSTOFFICE. 


POSTMASTER PACE KILLS DR. 
TAYLOR AT WELDON, ILL.

Pace Had Accused the Doctor of Sep- 
arating Himself and Wife—They 
Met and Fought. 


Weldon, Ill., December 29.—Dr. William 
H. Taylor, a member of the lower house of 
the general assembly from the thirteenth 
district, was shot and instantly killed at 8 
o'clock last night by John H. Paca, the 
pestmaster of this town. Pace pleads self: 
defense, while the friends of his victim 
assert that the shooting was premeditated 
and the result of jealousy. 

Dr. Taylor had practived medicine here 
for twenty-eight years and was popular 
with all classes, Pace has been separated 
from his wife for over a year and had ac- 
cuséd Dr. ‘Taylor of being the cause of 
his family troubles. To these charges lit- 
tle attention was paid at the time, Dr. 
Taylor’s reputation belng such as to cast 
&eneral discredit upon them. 

Bent on securing his mail. the doctor en- 
tered the postoffice shortly bef>:e 8 o’clock 
last night. While standing at the window 
it is said that he demanded of Postmas‘er 
Pace an explanation of a letter which he 
had heard the latter had’ written “egarding 
a suit he (Pace) was prosecuting against 
the representative. Pace says that he told 
the doctor to leave, but that the latter ad- 
vanced upon him, threatening an avsault, 
whereupon ‘he drew a revolver and chot 
him in the head, inflicting a wound that 
proved instantly fatal. 

No one but the two participants were 
present at the time, but the shot attracted 
scores of people. Mr. Pace made no effort 
to flee, but calmly surrendered his re- 
volver when asked for it, saying his life 
had been in danger and he had fired cnly 
in salf-defense. Angry mmtterings were 
heard but no violence was offered when 
the officers took him in charge. 

Dr. Taylor had lopg been prominent in 
political circles in this part of the state. 

Among his close friends were. Senator 
Cullom and John R. Tanner. 
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STOREKEEPER ASSAULTED, 


His Skull Fractured and His Throat 
Cut. 

Jackson, Miss., December 29.—J. I. 
Smith, a prosperous merchant doing a 
family grocery business in the western 
suburbs of Jackson, was murderously as- 
saulted last night by three negroes and 
left for dead. They called at the store 
about 10 o’clock for some tobacco on credit. 
Smith declined to sell that way and they 
knocked him in the head with a coupling 
pin, cut his throat and threw him off 
the gajlery. Re-entering the store, they 
rarsacked the cash drawer, but got noth- 
ing and then went in his bedroom, where 
Mrs. Smith was sleeping, choked her into 
irsensibility, stole a pistol and left. 
Smith regained consciousness, gave the 
alarm, told the names of his assailants 
and the police had two well-known negroes 
by morning, but one scaled the jailyard 
wall and escaped in five minutes after 
commitment. The excitement in the neigii- 
borhood is intense and hundreds have vis- 
ited the sccne. 

Physicians say Smith’s skull is cracked 
and that the gash in the throat is serious, 
so that recovery is doubtful. This is the 
secord assault of this nature within a 
month.

Tallahassee, Fla., December 29.—(Special.)

Extracts from the Letter. 

“Any allusion to Armenia upsets me, 1 
am ashamed, excited, indignant. whea I 
think of what I saw in that country and 
of the confidence with which I consoled 
quailing women and weeping men, with 
hopes that England would see them out 
of their difficulties; and the words of heart- 
felt thanks they uttered, often upon their 
knees in the fields or on the hillsides, and 
the childlike messages of anticipatory grat- 
itude, which they asked me to deliver to 
the English people, now burn and rankie 
within me like an envenomed wound. 

“The European powers are playing a far- 
cial representation around the graves of 
a Christian people. If conduct similar to 
theirs were to be pursued by an individual 
in private life, it would be visited with so- 
cial ostracism and would brand him with 
an indelible Cain’s mark of infamy. Fancy 
@ man’s neighbors parading about the doors 
of his house while he and his children 
rush franticaHy from room to room, and 
from window to window, imploring them to 
save them from the devouring flames. We 
have pity on a rat, if we hear of its pro- 
tracted and hopeless efforts to escape from 
burning, but men and women, boys and 
girls who are killed piecemeal, are laughed 
at—that is what it has come to. 

‘The governments of Europe are @ speéec- 
tacle to make angels weep, They guard the 
gates of Turkey, so to say, Solemnly de- 
claring that whatever may happen to the 
Christians—however diabolically they may 
be tortured to death—nothing shall hap- 
pen to the Turks; they at any rate must 
and will be preserved from harm, Is it a 
wonder, then, that the Turks should set 
about fulfilling their threats of wiping 
out Armenia in Armenian blood? Every 
one knew that the threat would be ful- 
filled. Consuls reported to their govern- 
ments that thé departure of the European 
delegates from Moosh would mark the be- 
ginning of the blood bath, and newspapers 
gave the prophecy publicity. Appeals to tne 
public to Mmsist on precautionary measures 
were multiplied and at last verbal wording 
gave place to unmistakable signs and prep- 
arations. But diplomacy turned a deaf ear 
(the Armenians are nobody’s kith and kin). 
Were they Greeks or Bulgarians, Mag 
yars or Serbs, they would have high and 
powerful protectors who tellingly talk of 
the primary duty of protecting brothers and 
Christians. Even Abyssinians are brethren 
and orthodox when political calculations 
come in, But Armenians! And so none of 
these governments insisted on the execu- 
tian or even dismissal of Zekki Pasha and 
the authors of the Sassoun savagery. Nay, 
they were decorated and honored by the 
sultan as an encouragement to others to 


go and do likewise. And now others have 


gone out and have out-Heroded Herod, and 
no one seems shocked. People are only in- 
terested to get the latest news of Sivas or 
Trebizond, or wherever the latest Massa- 
cres have occurred, at their breakfast table 
early. Few persons take even a remote 
interest in the Armenian question. The 
Austrian press, said to be paid by the Turk- 
ish government, impudently denies the 
Sassoun massacre and accuses the Ar- 
menians of having attempted to butcher 
the Kurds and Turks. The German press 
is the bearer of the same kind of literature 
to its readers and in both these countries 
the public knows positively nothing about 
the Armenian question. The Russian press, 
beginning with the Novoe Vremya, cracks 
jokes at the Armenians and in the last 
numbers which I have read ask: “Why 
should we Russians sacrifice a single 
soldier for the sake of Armenian bankers 
and millionaires who are much better off 
tham we are ourselves, to say nothing of 
British and American agitators Who have 
so cleverly got up the Armenian comedy?’ 

“A couple of regiments of British soldiers 
or Cossacks is what is wanted, They would 
set matters right in a few days. But even 
if the whole Engli people 
should arise and demand this, would it be 
accepted.”’

THEY DIE LIKE MARTYBS. 


Dr. Dillon Describes the Atrocifies in 
Armenia. 

.London, December 29.—The next issue of 
The Contemporary Review will contain a 
long article entitled “Armenian; An Ap- 
peal,” by Dr. E. J. Dillon, of which the 
following is a synopsis: 

“The time has come for every reasoning 
person to accept or repudiate his share of 


the joint indirect responsibility of the 
British nation for a series of the hugest 
and foulest crimes that have ever stained 
the pages of human history. The Arme- 
nian people in Anatolia are being exter- 
minated by Turks and Kurdas by such fiend- 
ish methods as may well cause the most 
sluggish blood to boil with shame and in- 
dignation. 

“The Armenians are not lawless bar- 
barians or brigands, nor are the Turks and 
Kurds the accredited torch-bearers of civ- 
ilization, but if it be expedient that Arme- 
nians should be exterminated, why chop 
them up piecemeal? Why must an hon- 
est, hard-working man be forced to wit- 
ness the violation of his daughter, and 
then have his hand cut off and stuffed into 
his mouth, while a sermon is being preach- 
ed to him on the text, ‘If your God be God, 
why does he not succor you? Then the 
other hand is hacked off, his ea¥s Torn off 
and his feet severed with a hatchet. Sure- 
ly roasting alive, flaying, disemboweling, 
impaling and other horrors have nothing 
that can excuse them in the eyes of Chris- 
tians, however deeply absorbed in politics. 
The Armenians constitute the sole civiliz- 
ing element in Anatolia. Christians they 
are and from the middle of the fifth cen- 
tury scarcely a year has elapsed in which 
Armenian men and women have not un- 
hesitatingly laid down their lives for their 
religious belief. The murdered of Sassoun, 
of Van, of Erzeroum, were Christians, 
martyrs, and any or all of those whose 
eyes were gouged out, whose quivering 
flesh was torn from their bodies, might 
have obtained life by embracing Islam and 
adjuring Christ. But instead, they died like 
Christian martyrs. 


“Higher Politics” Prevents. 

“Why is it that our compassion for these, 
our fellow men, has not yet assumed the 
form of effective help? For reasons of 
‘higher politics.” The condition of Arme- 
nian Christians when we first interfered, 
in 1878, was deplorable. Laws existed only 
on paper. Mohammedan crimes were pun- 
ished only in theory. Russia was willing 
to substitute law and order for crime and 
chaos, and to guarantee to Christians the 
treatment due to human beings. But we 
then denied her right to do this, as slre re-

KILLED ON PEACHTREE LINE 


‘Was Happily Driving Along in His 
Little Goat Wagon. 


THE ACCIDENT WAS AN UNAVOIDABLE ONE 


Father of the Little Fellow Out of the 
City—He Was the Only Child of 
His Parents. 


——_—=_—_—_—- 


Little Willie Sayre, the nine-year-old 
boy of Mr. Westwood C. Sayre, met’ in- 
stant death under the wheels of. an in- 
coming trolley car on the Peachtree car 
line in front of General Evans’s residence 
yesterday afternoon shortly after 5 o’clock. 

A minute before the bright little fellow 
had been driving gayly along in a little 
cart drawn by a goat. He was suddenly 
dashed under the wheels of the moving 
cars and killed. The accident seems to have 
been an unavoidable one, as the little boy 
does not seem to have been on the car 
track until just an instant before the 
tragedy occurred. 

It was just after 5 o’clock yesterday af- 
ternoon when,goung Willie Sayre, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. W. C. Sayre, 4 Currier 
street, was noticed unconcernedly driving 
a goat attached to a wagon on Peachtree, 
near Pine street. He was in the vehicle 
moving along the west track. An incom- 
ing trolley car rolled suddenly behind the 
team and evidently frightened the goat, 
for the latter shied across the track in 
front of the moving car, throwing the 
boy out and across a rail. Before the mo- 
torman could check the momentum of 
his car the front truck had caught the 
body and wagon and rolled them along the 
pavement for several feet, crushing the 


life out of the unfortunate lad and de-, 


stroying the Wagon. The goat was clear 
of the track but: followed the wagon’'s 
course, and was unhurt by the accident. 


How the Accident Occurred. 

Though quite a number of people were 
passing the point at the time but three 
saw the accident. They were Messrs. J. 
M. Goldsmith, Arthur Clark and Phinizy 
Calhoun. Their -statements coincide with 
the foregoing version of the accident. They 
state that there was 10 possibility of the 
motorman stopping ‘the car in time to pre- 
vent the awful casualty. As soon as the 
car was stopped the body and wagon were 


extricated by those who ran up and the! 


former tenderly conveyed to a place near 
by on Currier street. A doctor was sent 
for but there was not a tinge of life in 
the crushed and bruised form to inspire 
any hope of possible ,revivication. Mr. 
Sayre is out of the city but will be notified 
of the accident. The wife was shortly af- 
ter apprised of the sad news. She be- 
came distracted for a time. The body was 
finally removed to the house, where it was 
shrouded and encoffined.

PREDICTED ON ACCOUNT OF 
HAMMERSTEIN’S CAPTURE. 


Gertiian Financiers Willing To Take 
the American Bonds if England 
_ Does Not Want Them. 


Berlin, December 29.—The reaction in the 
future of American finances, especially as 
affecting international monetary relations, 
has been surprisingly rapid within the 
last few days. Berlin and Frankfort took 
the lead of London in speculative buying 
of American stocks, and operators here 
have on the whole benefitted ‘by the sell- 
ing which was done in London, and at no 
time during the Wall street panic have 
the German boerses been so much in- 
fluenced as was the English market. The 
buying set in earlier here and even in- 
vestors took a chance in securing stocks 


at low values. The boerse closed notably 


firm on Saturday, after considerable buy- 


ing of @ 1 railroad securities. The 
course aN wn here gives evidence of 
the dec . ‘Influence of London upon 
matters of finance in which ,German fi- 
nanciers or investors are interested. Fi- 
nanciers are no longer inclined to accept 
the tendencies of the London market as a 
good guide in important monetary enter- 
prises at the present moment. It is not 
forgotten how Germany absorbed the Amer- 
ican loans at low values during the war 
of the American rebellion, when the bonds 
were almost unsalable in London. So now 
when English financial houses seem to 
hesitate over the reception of a new bond 
issue, the Washington government, if it 
is desirous of having foreign markets tako 
part in the loan, might find German firms 
prepared to negotiate. The belief here in 
the permanence of peace between tne 
United States and Great Britain is abso- 
lute, and general conviction in the recov- 
ery of a healthy condition of American 
finances is unshaken. 
Hammerstein’s Capture. 

The capture in Athens of Baron von 
Hammerstein, the former editor of The 
Kreuz Zeitung, who absconded under 
charges of forgery and embezzlement, crea- 
ted a tremendous sensation in political 
and social circles when his arrest became 
known on Saturday. The arrest of this 
fugitive has cut the ground from under 
the feet of the socialist leaders and may 
even be said to have carried away the 
feet of some of them. All along one of the 
chief weapons of the socialist press and 
the socialist parliamentary leaders has 
consisted of insinuations that the govern- 
ment had connived at Hammerstein’s es- 
cape and frowned upon genuine attempts 
to *bring him back in order to prevent 
disclosures affecting the conservative sup- 
porterg of the government.

Berlin the Athens authorities took advan- 
tage of Hammerstein’s having recorded 
himself as “William Herbart’’ to expel 
him from the kingdom as an anarchist 
suspect. Hammerstein was, therefore, com- 
pelled to leave and embark on a steamer 
for Brindisi. The German police also took 
the steamer, and the moment the vessel 
sailed Commissary Wolf, of the Britisn 
political police, placed him under arrest. 
The conduct of the government in the 
Hammerstein matter having thus been vin- 
dicated, the police will be allowed a free 
hand to pursue their plan of socialist 
repression, while the conservatives, no 


damaging revelations, will urge the re- 
pressive measures in the reichstag. 
Berlin now has the prospect of an ex- 
tremely racy scandal season between the 
Hammerstein case and the revelations con- 
tained in the Von Kotz documents, which 
are in the possession of Fritz Friedmann, 
the absconding Berlin lawyer. According 
to current report Friedmann is now in 
London, where he has prepared a pam- 
phiet attacking high legal and political 
persons, which he threatens tv publish if 
the German authorities molest him any- 
where. It is understood that Friedmann 
wants a formal permit to return to Ger- 
many, nominally incognito, in order to 
settle his affairs, and is now negdtiating 
with the proper authorities in Berlin to 
that end. 


A GREAT DEMONSTRATION. 


Campos Made a Speech—Says He Will 
Subdue the Enemy. 

Madrid, December 29.—A dispatch to The 
Imparcial from Havana confirms the news 
segarding the great constitutional demon- 
stration held in that city last night. The 
dispatch says that the eloquent speech 
made by Captain General Campos created 
a profound sensation. Referring to the 
reports that he intendd to resign his com- 
mand in Cuba, he declared that whatever 
his personal inclinations might be, it was 
absolutely impossible for him to resign 
in the face of the enemy. The govern- 
ment was able to replace him, but the dem- 
onstration increased his desire to annihilate 
the enemy. 

The dispatch adds that General Pando, 
commanding in the province of Santiago 
Ge Cuba, dispatched a strong force to 
meet Jcse Maceo, who was reported to be 
near Baracoa with 40) men. The Spanish 
troops met Maceo’s force and compietely 
defeated them. The ‘insurgents lost fifty 
killed and wounded. The rebel camp and 
a quantity of provisions were captured. 
The Spanish loss was one killed and six 
wounded. 

Has the Confidence of the Crown. 

Londen, December 4.—The Madrid cor- 
respondent of The Standard telegraphs 
that the cabinet has decided to cable to 
Captain General Campos assuring him 
that he still possesses the confidence of the 
crown and the government and congratu- 
lates him on the constitutional demonstra- 
tion that took place Saturday night.

He never seemed to {cunsult his 
strength, and whenever he ed a call 
to the bedside of a patien regarded 
that call as imperative, and t regard- 
less of the hour and his own personal dis- 
comfiture. This accounts for the physical 
prostration which has brought him low.

The commencement exercises of the col- 
lege have always been largely attended. 
The dtplomas have always been conferred 
by Dr. Powell, and his addresses to the 
young doctors have been considered as 
models of diction and sound practical 
advice. He never failed to discuss the 
morals of medicine and the solemn re- 
sponsibility which a college diploma im- 
posed upon a young physician. 

Dr.. Powell has been very assiduous in 
his college work this year and has scarcely 
overlooked a _ single recitation. He thas 
made the year a most interesting and suc- 
cessful one to the boys. 

Sketch of His Life. 

Dr. Thomas Spencer Powell was born 
in Brunswick county, Va., in 1826. He 
received his early education at Oakland 
academy in his native county, subsequent- 
ly graduating with honor from the Law- 
renceville institute. During his early 
childhood he manifested a decided predai- 
lection for the science of medicine. After 
two years of preparatory reading he at- 
tended lectures at the University of Penn- 
Sylvania, graduating with distinction in 
1846.

MAN OF IRON. 


A Tutor Who Has Become the Real 
Ruler of Russia. 

Russia’s real ruler for many years past, 
says Donahce’s Magazine, has been the 
methcdical, inevitable, jsoullgss, adroit, 
Qber-Procuror of the Most. Holy Synod, 
Constantine Pobedonostseff. 

Corstantire Pobedonostseff was born in 
1827, the son of a university professor. His 
youth end early manhood were spent In 
the dry, dwarfing air of logic and casuis- 
try. Later he received a filmsy education 
in law and universal science at the law 
school on the banks of the Fontanka. 

Through the good offices of the Grand 
Duchess Helena Paviovna, M. Pobvedo- 
nustseff was appointed tutor to the then 
heir apparent, Nicholas Alexandrovitch, 
and to his brether, the former czar. This 
was the turning point in his life—his tide 
and at its flood. ” 

Alexander formed a etrong partiality for 
the man who had such a cut-and-dricd 
system of religion and polity; a ready aa- 
swer for every question. The crown priuce 
died in 1865 and the grand duke Was dc- 
clared heir to the throne. In 1866 he invit- 
ed his instructor to remain two years long- 
er about his person; had him later ap- 
pointed member of the imperial council, 
and in 1880 nominated him to the position 
which he has ever since retained. 

Narrow, intense, methodical, mechanical, 
sincere, heartless, adroit, M. Pobedonost- 
seff has constructed his polity somewhat 
in this fashion: One church which shall 
tolerate no rivals. One autonomy of pow- 
er—a czar; two principles and yet one fact.

CEDED TO THE GOVERNMENT 
Years Ago, and Title to It Has Just 


THEY CALL [Tf GROVER ISLAND 


But the Georgia Maps Show No Such 
Island—A Telegram That Caused 
a Futile Search of Records. 


Grover island has been found. The iden- 
tity of the Camden county island claimed 
by the government has been made clear, 
although no such piece of land can be 
found on the records at the capitol. 

A few days ago a dispatch was sent out 
from Washington announcing that rec 
ords in the naval department showed the 
United States government to be the owner 
of Grover island, in Camden county, Geor- 
gia. The dispatch went on to say that the 
property had been ceded to the government 
by Josiah Tattnall and wife in 1798, but 
that the government had never asserted its 
right to the title. 

Grover island—what was it? 

A search of the records in the office of 
the secretary of state threw no light on the 
matter. Neither did a study of the map 
of Camden county, for that showed no 
island of that name. The map showed 
a Dover island and a Graves island, but 
no Grover. 

The mystery. ideenpened. It might, of 
course, be either, the error being in the 
transmission of the telegram. A further 
inquiry of Washington showed, however, 
that the naval records read Grover and 
you could make nothing else out of it. 

Josiah Taittnall was one of the early set- 
tlers of the Camden and Glynn county sec- 
tion, and received several thousand acres 
of land under the headright grants. A 
study of these different tracts showed some 
which could be an island—at least from the 
description given. 

Light from Brunswick. 

The telegram from Brunswick throws 
some light upon the matter. From the 
description it gives the indications are that 
the map at the capitol must be wrong and 
that the Graves island it gives must be 
Grover. This is on Crooked river and the 
reason no description given in the Tatt- 
hail award fits it is probably because it 
is cut off from the main land by only a 
small river and was originally regarded as 
a part of the mainiand. 

The Brunswick jsolution of the mystery 
is this: 

“Brunswick, sil December 29.—(Special.) 
Although it has just been discovered at 
the navy department that Grover, island, 
Situated on Crooked river in Camden coun- 
ty, Georgia, is government property, it has 
long been conceded as such by the residents 
of that remote southern section of the 
State. 

ihe preperty in question lies between St. 
Mary’s and Fernandina and has belonged 
to the United States for more than a cen- 
tury. The tract, though small, amount- 
ing to possibly 500 acres, is very valuable 
Hot only for the fertility of its soil now 
partly cultivated, but chiefly for its ac- 
cessibilify by various Waiter ways making 
it valuable to the government. 

Mr. Camden Long, who resides on Grover 
island, is custod@gjn of the property and 
has been such for many years. Over fif- 
teen years ago the island was claimed by 
Colonel W. W. Williams, now deceased, 
who took possession of it. A hotly con- 
tested suit followed in the courts and the 
government won, dispossessing Colonel Wil- 
liams and setting all doubt as to the own- 
ership Of the property said to be worth 
$20, 0u,”’

not subversive of the elementary principles 
of human justice and the immutable law 
of God.’ 

“Yet we never took any efficacious step 
to fulfill that solemn promise. Our con- 
suls forwarded exhaustive reports, the 
press published heart-rending details, but 
we pigeon-holed the consular reports, 
pooh-poohed thé particulars published by 
the press and ignored the petitions of the 
priests. We pressed a knob, as it were, in 
London, and thereby opened hell’s portals 
in Asia Minor, letting loose Iegions of fiends 
in human shape who set about torturing 
and exterminating the Christians there. 
And lest it should be urged that our gov- 
ernment waé ignorant of the wide-reaching 
effects of its ill-advised action, it is on 
record that for seventeen years it continued 
to watch the harrowing results of that 
action without once interfering to stop it. 

“During all those seventeen years writ- 
ten law, traditional custom, the funda- 
mental maxims of human and divine justice 
were suspended in favor of’ a Mohamme- 
dan saturnalia. ‘The Christians, by whose 
toil and thrift the empire was hold to- 
gether, were despoiled, beggared, chained, 
beaten aud banished or butchered. Thbdu- 
sands of the Armeniaus were thrown into 
prison and tortured and terrorized fiil they 
delivered up the savings of a lifetime. 
Whole villages were attacked. In a fow 
years the provinces were decimated, Alogk- 
herd, for instance, being almost entirely 
purged of Armenians. Over 20.000 woc- 
stricken wretches fled to Russia or Persia. 
On the way they were seized over and 
over again by the soldiers of the sultan, 
who deprived them of their little money 
and clothes, outraged the women and 
girls, and then drove them over the fron- 
tier to hunger and die. Those who re- 
Joained for a time behind were no- better 
off. Turkish tax gatherers followed these, 
gleaning what the hbrigands had left, tor- 
turing and flogging their male victinis, 
dishonoring their wives and defiowering 
their daughters. 


Statements Not Exaggerated. 

“Stories of this kind in connection with 
Turkish misrule in Armenia have grown 
familiar to English ears of late. It snould 
be remembered that these statements are 
neither rumors nor exaggerations, concern- 
ing which we are-justified in suspcnding 
our judgment. Hiistory has set its seal 
upon them. The Turks have admitted 
these and worse acts of savagery; tne 
Kurds glory in them; trustworthy Euro- 
peans have witnessed and described them, 
and Armenians have groaned over them 
in blank despair. Officers and nobies ix 
the sultan’s own cavalry regiments bruit 
it abroad with pride, the story of the longs 
series of rapes and murders which mark- 
ed their official careers. 

“In accordance with tre plan of exterini- 
nation which has been carried out with 
such success during the kng years of 
Turkish vigor and English sluggishness all 
Armenians who possessed money or 
mcney’s worth were for a time allowed to 
buy immunity from prison. But as svon as 
terror ad confiscation took the place of 
extortion, the dungeons of Erzeroum, Er- 
zinghan, Marsovan, Hassankaleh and Van 
were filled till there was scarcely ‘standing 
room.’ Educated schoolmasters, missiona- 
ries, priests and physicians were immured 
in these noisome hotbeds of infection and 
forced to sleep night after night standing 
on their feet, leaning against the foul, 
reeking corner of the wall. Hunger, thrist 
and slimy water rendered their agony mad- 
dening. Yet these were not criminals nor 
alleged criminals, but upright Christian 
men, who were never yet accused of au 
infraction of the law. Into these prisons 
were venerable old missionaries, teachers, 
ministers of religicn, merchants, piysi- 
cians and peasants. Those among them 
who refused to denounce their friends or 
consent to some atrocious crime were sub- 
jected to tortures indescribable, often oc- 
cupying days, while § their tormenters 
laughed and howled in glee. 

“Such in broad outline has been the nor- 
mal condition of Armenia since the treaty 
of Berlin, owing at first to the disastrous 
action and subsequently to the equally dis- 
astrous inaction of the British govern- 
ment. 


The Massacre at Sassoun. 

“The above sketch contains but a few 
isolated instances of the daily conimon- 
places of the life cf Armenian Christians. 
The Turks, encouraged by the seventeen 
years’ connivance of the only power which 
possessed any formal Might to interveiie 
in favor of the Armenians, organized a 
wholesale massacre of the Christians of 
Sassoun. The preparations were elaboratc 
and open. The project was known to and 
canvassed by all. A long report was ad- 
dressed by the abbot of Moosh to the 
British representative at Erzeroum, in- 
forming him of this inhuman plan. But 
international comity forbade us to meddle 
with the ‘domestic. affairs of a friendly 
power,’ and the massacre took place as 
advertised. The rivulets Were choked up 
with corpses; the streams ran red with hu- 
man blood; the forest glades and rocky 
caves were people with the dead and the 
dying; among the ruins of once prosperous 
villages lay roasted infants by théir man- 
gled mother’s corpses; pits were dug at 
night by the wretches destined to fill them, 
many of whom, flung in while but lightly 
wounded, awoke beneath a mountain of 
clammy corpses and vainly wrestled with 
death and the dead, who shut them out 
from light and life forever. It was then 
that our present ambassador at Constanti- 
nople took action and displayed those re- 
markable gifts of energy and industry to 
which the prime minister lately alluded 
with pride. The British ambassador did 
his best, and at last carried the appoint- 
ment of a committee of investigation. Yei 
while the commission of inquiry was still 
sitting at Moosh, the deeds of atrocious 
cruelty which it was assembled to investi- 
gate were outdone under the eyes of the 
delegates. Threats grere openly uttered 
that on their withdrawal massacres wouid 
be organized all over the country—massa- 
cres, it was said, in comparison with 
which the Sassoun butchery would com- 
pare but as dust in the balance. 


Over Sixty Thousand Killed. 

“In due time they began. Over sixty 
thousand Armenians have been butchered, 
and the massacres are not quite ended yet, 
In Trebizond, Erzeringhan, Hassankaien 
aud numberlesa other places the Christians 
were crushed like grapes during the vint- 
age. The French mob during the terror 
were Men—nay angels of mercy--compared 
with these Turks. 

“These are but isulated scenes. The 
worst cannot be described. And, if it 
could be, no description, however vivid, 
would convey a true notion of the dread 
reality. At most of these manifestations 
of bestial passion and delirium the eultan’s 
troops in uniform stvod by as delighted 
spectators, when they did not actually take 
an active part as gealous executioners, 
And these are the Turks whom unanimous 
Eurcpe has judged worthy of continuing 
- govern and guide the Christians of Asia

Jefferson County, Ala. Solisitor Is 


Demented. 


Because the Solicitor Cannot Resign 
in His Present Mental Condition. 
Alabama News Generally. 


(Montgomery, Ala., December 29.—(Spe- 
cial.)—An intricate tangle is going to be 
presented in the matter of the Jefferson 
county solicitorship,” said a prominent 
attorney today. “I am surprised it has 
not already been sprung. It is this: There 
is no legal vacancy. Solicitor Little’s dis- 
ease has attacked his brain and he is 
non compos mentis and therefore not com- 
petent to resign. His resignation is, there- 
fore, void. There is no provision in the 
code covering the case. Removal from the 
county will hot disqualify him, because 
removal is a voluntary thing and the law 
presumes the solicitor in his present condi- 
tion is not competent to perform an act of 
volition. If Mr. Little’s resigaation 
should be accepted and a successor should 
be appointed and should draw his pay for 
a year and at the end of that time Mr. 
Little should die his a¢misisjrator could 
collect a year’s pay frem.the ¢ounty. It 
would be very unfortunate for Jefferson 
to be deprived of a solicitor for even a 
short while, but 
clearly no legal vacancy in the office.” 

Later—It has developed that Mr. Little’s 
resignation was written and sigied for 
him by his wife. The matter of its validity 
has been called to the attention of the 
governor and the attorney g2nral tonight, 
and they are said to agree that the ap- 
pointment must necéssarily be neld up.

While there 
is little probability that any considerabie 
number of Alabama negroes can be in- 
veigied west of the Mississippi, on account 
of the recent experience of the band which 
emigrated to Mexico, the generous promises 
of labor agehts tend to demoralize the 
farm labor, and the farmers about here are 
not disposed to look with any sort of fa- 
vor on the interference of the agents. The 
legislature four years 0 passed a law 
prohibiting labor agents from coming into 
this state and interfering with farm 
hands, but the supreme court pronounced 
the law to be unconstitutional, and no 
further attempt has been made to enforce 
its provisions.

PISTOL VS. WINCHESTER. 


A FARMER NEAR VALDOSTA 
KILLS A NEGRO 


Who Had a Winchester and Was 
About To Slay Him—He Killed 
Him Instantly. 


Valdosta, Ga., December 29.—(Special.)— 
Mr. J. H. Carroll, of Milltown, was in the 
city this morning and reported a duel to 
the death between a white man and negro 
at Thigpen’s still, between here and Mill- 
town. The negro was named Al Sabrooks 
and was a turpentine hand at the still. 
He became involved in a difficulty with an- 
other negro and securing a Winchester 
rifle went into Cox’s store to kill his ad- 
versary. He was met at the store door by 
Tom Studstill, a white farmer of the neigh- 
borhood, who in attempting to prevent a 
difficulty ordered Al Sabrook to get back 
out of the store. 

At this point the negro leveled his gun 
on Studstill, who pulled his revolver and 
shot thé’ negro down, the ball entering 
just’ below the heart, producing death in- 
stantly. The negro fired his rifle, the ball 
striking Studstill’s pistol butt, shattering it 
into pieces and tearing a hole in the palm 
of his;hand. Another negro shot at Stud- 
still with a double-barreled gun, the load 
entering the calf of his leg and injuring 
him seriously. The negroes were drinking. 
The dead negro was a gambling desperada,

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Major Hugh Carlisle Is Owner of Seventy 
Thousand Acres. 


WAS INVOLVED IN LITIGATION. 


A Large Portion of Sand Mountain in 
Possession of a Pionéer 
ay of Alabama. 


Rome, Ga., December 29.—(Special.)-—The 
most gigantic land case that has been be- 
fore a southern court in many years has 
just been settled by the awarding by the 
federal courts of 70,000 acres of land to 
Major Hugh Carlisle, promoter and builder 
of the Tennessee and Coosa railroad. 

What makes the decision of large impor- 


tance to Georgians is the fact that there 
are so many of them vitally interested in 
the result of the suit.. The case is one of 
long standing and dates back to the year 
1856, when congress passed an act granting 
a large area of public lands as a bonus 
for the construction of a railroad from the 
Coosa river across Sand mountain to the 
Tennessee river. 

The terminal points were to be Gadsden, 
on the Coosa and Guntersville, on the 
Tennessee, both of which points were on 
navigable waters. The line was less than 
one hundred miles long, but the rough and 
rugged nature of the country through 
which it was projected more than made 
up for double the distance and cost of 
construction. The proviso attached to 
the grant was that the road was to be 
completed and in operation within ten 
years of the grant. 


The Line Surveyed. 


As railroad building had not reached the 
present degree of perfection, in those days, 
the surveyors found it a very difficult mat- 
ter to locate an available line up the steep 
slopes of Sand mountain, which rises ab- 
ruptly from the Coosa valley to a height 
of over 11,000 feet, forms a plateau twenty 
to twenty-five miles wide, and then de- 
scends as abruptly to the valley of the 
Tennessee, 

Notwithstanding these difficulties, how- 
ever, a line was located along the winding 
gorge of Line creek and graded across the 
plateau, forty years ago.. Then came the 
sae es the project was temporarily aban- 

oned. 


The country at that time was very sparse- . 


ly settled and the Sand mountain plateau 
was a howling wilderness, a paradise for 
the hunter on account of the abundance 
of game. 

After the war the country was impov- 
erished and tke projectors were hampered 
and embarrassed, so that is was not until 
1882 that Major Hugh Carlisle, one of the 
industrial pioneers, saw his fondest hopes 
realized in the completion of the Tennes- 
see and Coosa railroad “:om river to river 
across the forest clad plaieau of the moun- 
tain. 

A Bill of Forfeiture. 

With the completion of the road there 
was an influx of settlers from Georgia 
and an exodus of the ocriginal squatters 
and hunters of that wild region. Many 
thrifty farmers from about Covington, 
Conyers and the adjacent section of mid- 
dle Geoggia, with eae sharp sprinkling of 
mountaineers from north Georgia, flocked 
in and settled on the unoccupied lands. 

The question of securing a valid title 
Was a.serious one, and many men cleared 
up farms and raised families without pay- 
ing purchase money, rental or land tax. 
Major Carlisle was restrained from mak- 
ing tithes by a bull introduced to declare 
all the iands included in the original grant 
forfeit to the government become of non- 
compliance with the provisions of the act. 

The read had not been completed within 
the ten years specified in the act. Al- 
though Major Carlisle had spent a fortune 
of $250,000 in constructing the road, one 
single mile of which cost $110,000 to con- 
struct; he stood a fair chance to lose the 
bcenus grant by the government. Those 
who had setticd on the land waited pa- 
tiently, hoping for an opportunity to pre- 
empt the land. 

Strange State of Affairs. 

Meanwhile many valuable mining proper- 
ties, coal and iron, especially, were dis- 
covered and developed, and the operators 
made piles of money working them. The 
farming lands on the well-known watered 
plantation proved exceedingly productive, 
and some of the finest farms in north 
— are today to be found in that sec- 

on 

The towns of Littletown, Carlisle, Boaz 
and Albertville sprang up, and recently 
a bill has been drawn up to divide Mar- 
shall county, of which Guntersville is the 
present county site, in half, making Albert- 
ville’ the county site of the new county 
comprising the rich plateau on the crest 
of the mountain. 


Major Carlisle Wins. 


By his recent decision Judge Bruce, of 
the federal circuit court, has awarded 
possession of the lands included in the 
grant to Major Carlisle, the grantor, 
in behalf of the railroad company of which 
he is the principal stockholder, the road 
being now operated by the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis Railroad Company. 

By the terms of the decree the receiver, 
Owen T. Holmes, is directed to turn over 
the titles to the 120 sections of land, or 
portions thereof included in the origin- 
al grant, together with all notes accruing 
from the sales of portions of the property, 
the latter amounting to some $10,000, with 
the accumulated interest of many years 
standing since the notes were made. 

Included in this are large areas of valu- 
able town property, highly improved farm 
—— and the Crudup iron mines that have 

een in profitable operation for seven or 
eight years, and the valuable coal mines 
just being developed on Line creek, besides 
a large tract adjoining the site of the big 
Dwight cotton mills at Gadsden. 


Twelve Hundred Squatters. 


There are now living on the property up- 
wards of 1,200 squatters who are liable to 
be ousted as trespassers, they being en- 
tirely at the mercy of Major Carlisle. By 
the decisicn of Judge Bruce their lands 
and all the improvements revert to Major 
Carlisle, the purchaser of the property from 
the grantors. 

It all depends upon his generosity whether 
or not they will be allowed to remain in 
peaceable possession of their homes by pay- 
ing him such rental as he may demand, 
or by purchasing the property from him. 
Lands that were not worth 25 cents an 
acre when the grant was made are now 
worth from $10 to $50 and $100. 

In anticipation of some such result there 
was a general hegira of the squatters 
from that section to Texas and other points 
west last winter. But there are still many 
thrifty and well-to-do people remaining who 
are in a state of of considerable mental 
perturbation as to what further action 
will be taken in the premises. 


The State Benefited. 


In the meantime the state is vastly 
benefited by the decision which renders all 
those valuable lands liable for their taxes, 
whereas, so long as the litigation was on 
between the federal government and Major 
Carlisle et al., the squatters refused to 
pay one penny tax on their lands, and 
the state had no power to collect it. 

It is quite probable that the settlement 
of the case will add a new impetus to im- 
migration to that section now that settlers 
can secure a valid title to their lands. 
That has been an .obstacle to the settle- 
ment of he country heretofore, but that be- 
ing removed, the natural resources of that 
section will prove very attractive to set- 
tlers. 

Rome derives -a large amount of trade 
from that section, and, of course, Rome 
business men are rejoiced at the turn of 
affairs. A number of Romans are heavily 
interested in real estate around Albert- 
ville, which is a town built up entirely by 
Georgia capital and enterprise. 

The McCords, of Conyers and Atlanta, 
are also heavy investors in Sand Mount- 
tain real estate. There is much suppress- 
ed excitement among those who have been 

ng on to their homes without titles, 
and the future movements of Major Car- 
lisle will be watched with much anxiety 
until the question of settlement is definite- 
ly adjusted. 


Good Times in Valdosta. 


Valdosta, Ga., December 2.—(Speciali.)— 
All of the corporations in Valdosia have 
annual and semi-annual stockholders’ meet- 
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Operators Are Busy Cutting tle Tree 
Boxes. 

Waycross, Ga., December 29.—(Special.)}— 
The turpentine operators of south Georgia 
began cutting boxes about three weeks ago, 
and will finish next March. The number of 
boxes this season will exceed by a consid- 
erable majority the number of any previous 
year since 1891, say the turpentine men 
who have been questioned by the correspon- 
dent of The Constitution. 

This is the result of the contract between 
the owners of land and the operators who 
have leased the timber. The lease requires 
the operator to cut a certain number of 
boxes during the term of the lease, the 
number. for each year to be left to the 
discretion of the operator. The operator 
must cut the boxes in the required limit, 
or else he shall lose the use of the trees 
at the expiration of the contract. The con- 
tracts usually range from four to six years, 
and turpentine men who lease’ timber 
rather than to buy land, find it to their 
interest to box the trees as early as pos- 
sible during the life of the contract, so as 
to obtain the fullest and best results from 
the use of the trees. 

After the lease expires, In many instances 
the timber is sold in bulk to lumber men. 
The trees are felled ‘and divided up into 
logs or “saw stocks.” ‘They are quickly 
hauled to the lumber mills and manu- 
factured into lumber. As the trees are sup- 
posed to be abandoned for turpentine uses 
at the expiration of the operators’ lease, 
the owners of the timber are generally 
anxious to turn the trees into money. 

Timber that is considered good for tur- 
pentine purposes always has a ready mar- 
ket in lumber circles. The timber is cheap- 
er to lumber men after it has been aban- 
doned by the turpentine men, and can be 
bought more readily and at a better ad- 
Vantage than round timber. 

The supply of turpentine products prom- 
ises to be unusually large next year, judg- 
ing from the extraordinary preparations 
that are being made in the locating of new 
firms and the cutting of an unusually large 
number of boxes. This, in view of the 
fact that the price of naval stores is low, 
is interesting, and is not easily understood 
at first sight. The question naturally 
arises “‘Is turpentine going to bring bet- 
ter prices next year?’ 

The operators who have discussed the 
matter with The Constitution correspon- 
dent say that the matter of better or low- 
er prices does not affect the turpentine 
men’s operations at all this season. 

“We have got to cut those boxes this 
season or lose the use of the Wrees, as the 
contracts are about to expire,” said one 
of the operators. “The price of turpen- 
tine,’’ he continued, “can hardly go any 
lower than it is now.” 

Some of the turpentine men who own 
their own timber appear to view with 
alarm the prospect of an over-production 
of naval stores next year. One of them 
said that he was cuttifg more boxes than 
usual because his contemporaries were 
cutting a large number of boxes. 

The turpentine men have practiced ex- 
traordinary economy this year, and the 
most of them have cleared money. Those 
who were successful this year are in good 
heart and do not fear for the future. 


SUDDEN DEATH IN AUGUSTA. 


Mr. William Stokes Falls Dead Across 
His Bed. 


Augusta, Ga., December 29.—(Special.)— 
Mr. William Stokes, one of Augusta’s old- 
est citizens, died here suddenly this morn- 
ing.

He was 
a native of Jefferson county and beofre the 
war was a prominent and wealthy planter.

His wife was Miss Rhind, an aunt of Mrs.

It occurred in @ 
negro cottage just east of the city limits 
and only the grandmother of the girl and 
a thirteen-year-old negro girl were in the 
house when the shooting took place, They 
were in gn adjoining room. 

At the sound of the shot they rushed 
into the room and found Bryant bending 
over the girl, asking if she were hurt, 
He lifted the girl to her feet and she 
walked to the bed. Bryant held the pistol 
in his hand and asked the girl if he should 
send for a physician. The thickly popu- 
lated community at once spread the alarm 
and a larg> crowd of excited negroes gath- 
ered in five minutes’ time. The negroes 
were greatly excited and very angry. 

Bryant quickly saw that the atmos- 
phere was getting dangerous for him and 
he slipped out of the room by the back 
door and ran fur his life. He did net get 
away, it seems, as he was overtaken by a 
big negro and knocked down, After being 
felled to the ground he was badly beaten 
up. He managed to get away with his 
life, however, but when he fell into the 
hands of the officera he was badly bat- 
tered up and covered with blood. 

The girl died two days later at the 
bcepital. It was at first decided not to 
hold an inquest, but Saturday afteriioun 
Ccrcrer Paden decided that one was neces- 
sary. 

Lhe inquest was held yesterday morning 
at the Grady hospital and lasted from 3 
until 3 o’cleck. 

Coroner Paden decided at first that an 
inquest was not necessary, as the dead wo- 
man had declared before her death that 
the shooting was accidental. But on ap- 
plication by Mr. Sheppard and Mr. Pcole, 
of the county police, he decided to hold an 
inquest yesterday morning. Several hcurs 
were spent in painstaking investigation by 
the coroner and his jury and after hearing 
ali the witnesses the jury rendered a Ver- 
dict that the shooting was accidental. 

The evidence disclosed the fact that Bry- 
ant was a creditor of the dead woman 
and had called at her house several times 
recently and on the night of December 
1jth he went there to see her. A few 
moments after he came her grandmother 
and a little girl in the next room heard 
cne shot and they rushed in and found that 
the girl had fallen to the floor and Mr. 
Bryant in great concern was inquiring If 
she was hurt and she said she was not. 

The strange feature of the inquest was 
that none of the negroes would tell or 
could tell anything about who: assaulted 
Bryant. The jury tried in vain to dis- 
ccver, but the witnesses either knew noth- 
ing or were shielding the assaulting par- 
ties. Bryant says a crowd followed him 
when he lef: the house, overtook him and 
beat his head. 

When Dr. Tucker arrived he had the 
house cleared and examined the woman and 
pronounced the wound dangerous. To him 
and the colored man who asvisted hin. 
Katie Woods said that Bryant had not 
intended to shoot her, but that it wus 
accidental. She told the ambulance driver 
that Pryant was a little tipsy and as he 
came in he took his pistol out of his over- 
coat pocket and commenced fooling with it 
and it accidentally went off and struck 
her in the side. She declined to make any 
statement to the hospital surgeons except 
that she did not want him ‘prosecuted. 
She started to give a full statement before 
she was operated on, but before she had 
stated anything of importance she stopped 
and refused to say anything about tie 
shooting. 

An attempt was made by the police tu 
prove that illicit relations existed between 
the. parties and that Bryant shot her in 
‘a fit of jealousy. The evidence did not 
sustain this theory, und the witnesses 
contradicted each other, and the. jury 
found a verdict of accidental shooting. 
The county police, who have been very 
vigilant and active in the prosecution, are 
dissatisfied with the verdict and say they 
will present the case to the grand jury. 
Meanwhile Bryant has employed E. 4M. 
& G. F. Mitchell as his attorneys

from the treasury. 

The most authentic information we 
have in regard to the details of the 
“squeeze” comes from Washington by 
way of New York. It seems that Mr. 
Cleveland, feeling sure that the repre- 
sentatives of the people in congress are 
not willing to perpetuate the British 
gold standard, is anxious to enter into a 
contract that will result in the main- 
tenance of the treasury reserve until 


~® after the election of 1896. 


The plan is to arrange with a power- 
ful syndicate—presumably the same 
Syndicate that had control of the 
treasury during the past summer—for a 
series of gold purchases to be made 
from time to time during the coming 
year on uniform terms, the amount of 
_@ach purchase to be governed by the 

eondition of the gold reserve at the time 
the purchase is made. Each purchase 
would of course be made with bonds.

"The truth is, the scheme which we 
have outlined,and which has. been In- 
dorsed by most of the bank presidesis ia 
New York, is a distinct aggravation of 
the situation. In the first place ue 
syndicate is not required to control ‘ae 
rate of exchange as it did before. il 
it has to do is to come forward anu sell 
its gold for bonds whenever the ~e32"ve 
runs down. The members of the syrdi- 
cate, being bankers, and very human 
bankers at that, will be anxious to Duy 
bonds just as long as they find a profit 
in the: transaction, and, to that end, 
they will not be above pulling some of 
the strings that cause gold to go abroad. 
If they can keep exchange below ike 
gold shipping point, as they did during 
the summer, they can keep it above the 
shipping point during the greater part 
of the coming year, especially when all 
the conditions conspire to aid them. 
They can catch the gold in transit by 
paying a small premium, pay it back in 
the treasury and levy more bonds at a 
profit. 

We think The New York World goes 
too far in its criticisms of the syndicate 
and the bankers, large and small, who 
shared in the immense profits that were 
scooped in. It is not the fault of the 
syndicate or its partners that bond is- 
sues are made. It is not their fault that 
the condition of the treasury is strained. 
As they have truthfully sai many 
times, they are not in busin r their 
health, but to turn a nimble penny for 
themselves and their stockholders. We 
can appréciate what our contemporary 
says about “scandals” and “squeezes,” 
but we feel that injustice is at the bot- 
tom of it and that the epithets employed 
ought to be cast in another direction. 
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A Southern Opportunity. 

The Chicago Inter Ocean has the fol- 
lowing to say of a notable southern Vic- 
tory in a new field of enterprise: 

A saving of $1,000,000 has been effected 
by the award of contract for construction 
of two new battleships to the Newport 
News Shipbuilding and Dry Deck Com- 
pany. This southern firm underbid the fa- 
mous shipbuilders of San Francisco and 
Philadelphia by something near to half a 
million on each vessel. It will be one of 
the curiosities of history that Newport 
News, near to which the first, and almost 
the only, great disaster to the union navy 
occurred, was converted into a site for 
the construction of national war vessels 
when the reunited and reconsolidated 
north and south were preparing for re- 
sistance to foreign aggression. 

But the most interesting feature of the 
incident is that which indicates the growth 
of manufacturing enterprise in the seuth. 
The ships built in Virginia will make de- 
mands upom the iron and coal mines of 
Alabama and Tennessee, upon the pine 
forests of Virginia and Georgia, and upon 
the live oak groves of Florida. In some 
form or other 75 per cent of the contract 
price will find its way into the pockets of 
mechanics and laborers, and ‘it is a new 
thing for so large a wage fund to be spent 
in the south. | 

The result ought to be a revival of south- 
ern interest in protection to American in- 
dustries, which are the sources of the 
wage fund, which is the chief factor of 
purchasing power in the home market. 
This notable southern yictory im the field 
of industry ought to Inspire the people of 
that section with new zeal. 

The Inter Ocean felt that it was a fine 
opportunity to inject a protective tariff 
suggestion into its pleasant tribute to 
southern enterprise. This was natural 
and does not in the least detract from 
the importance ‘of its admissions, If 
the south is prepared to capture big con- 
tracts for building battleships and will 
draw upon Alabama, Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia, Georgia and Florida for the 
material used in their construction the 
north may well wonder what is going 


to happen next. 

Perhaps the American navies of the 
future will be built by southern firms in 
southern waters. 


Permanent Expositions. 
The New York Journal has the follow- 
ing: 

Congressman GSulzer’s bill for the en- 
couragement of a permanent commercial 
exhibition in this city has in it the germ 
of an excellent idea. The bill proposes to 
allow the importation of articles of e€x- 
hibition free of duty, and to have con- 
gress officially recognize the enterprise. If 
this could oper the way for such delight- 
iful ang successful exhibitions as were 
held in London dauring a long term of re- 
cent years the metropolis would have rea- 
son io feel grateful to her enterprising 
congressman. 

If London was able to run an exposi- 
tion for a long term of years New York 
can do it. We hope that the experiment 
will be tried, and if such an exposition 
is held we shall urge every southern 
state to furnish exhibits of its products 
and resources. 

On a smaller scale it might be well 
to maintain in Atlanta a permanent ex- 
hibit which should be an epitome of 
the south. fForeigners and northern 
visitors seem to regard this city as the 
center of the scuth, and they have an 
idea that they ought to be able to ob- 
tain here all the information they desire 
about this region. Doubtless it would 
be a good thing to conduct such an ex- 
hibit here all the time in connection 
with a bureau of information equipped 
with the proper facilities for the distri- 
bution of statistical literature. 
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Events of the Year.

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An Interesting Case. 

New England is greatly excited over 
a recent case at Hartford, Conn., which 
has resulted in the expulsion of Dr. 
Frederick Jackson from a Masonic lodge. 

It seems that he was the chief witness 
in an arson case against one Griswold 
and in his testimony he stated that the 
defendant had made a confession of 
guilt to him. The Springfield Republi- 
can gives the following summary of the 
case: 

He was summoned before the lodge by a 
summons dated November lith, and the 
charges substantially were as signed by 
Brothers E. 8. Tryon, Otto Haub, C. C. 
Williams and E. 8. Lobdell; that Jackson 
was charged with gross un-Masonict con- 
duct, unbecoming a man and a Mason, 
which if permitted to go unrebuked and 
unpunished was Hable to bring the good 
name of the institution into disrepute and 
cast a shadow over the fraternity of the 
city and state; that the said Jackson had 
wilfully committed perjury in makiag pub- 
lic a pretended confession confided to him 
by Brother M, R. Griswold, purporting 
that he, brother Griswold, had commit- 
ted a crime; that of arson, which, if prose- 
cuted and proved, would consign the said 
brother to the state prison for a term of 
years; that Jackson had violated his 
solemn obligation in divulging the secrets 
of a brother given to him in his Masonic 
character; that Jackson-had shown all 
through the trial and conviction following 
a malicious aml vindictive spirit toward 
his unfortunate »>rother, which had been 
prejudicial to «hs case which had recently 
been on trial in the court. 

To this Jackson made reply that com- 
plaint and specifications were grossly false, 
malicious, libelous and outrageous. He 
appeared with his counsel, Arthur F. Eg- 
gleston, before the Masonic commission on 
November 25th. The commission as se- 
lected was made up of George W. Scales, 
James Jordan, Horace B. Little, James M. 
Dow and 8. Harvey Wollertom. This tri- 
bunal was not regarded by Dr. Jackson as 
a fair-minded one, inasmuch‘as one of the 
menveers, Mr. Dow, testified in behalf of 
Dr. Griswold in the trial, and that all the 
others had .expressed themselves as con- 
vinced of his alleged un-Masonic conduct 
before they were appointed. The trial 
went on before the commission, and al- 
though Mr, Eggleston made objection that 
there was no evidence showing that Dr. 
Jackson had been guilty of un-Masonic 
conduct, a report was made December 16th 
that Dr. Jackson had violated his Masonic 
obligations as stated in the charge, and 
they also recommended his expulsion from 
the order. In answer to this report Dr. 
Jackson filed a remonstrance alleging that 
certain of the commissioners were wrong- 
fully prejudiced against him, and had 
gone so far ds to express the opinion pre- 
viously that he, the said Jackson, was 
guilty of un+Masonic conduct, and that 
they had been appoimted wheh the master 
of the lodge knew that they were so preju- 
diced against him; that there was no 
competent evidence adduced against him, 
and that it did not conform to Masonic or 
any other jurisprudence, and that the 
proceedings against him were a disgrace 
to Masonry, and that he had done no more 
than his duty as a citizen, man and Mason. 


Jackson will appeal to the state grand 
lodge, and in the meantime he will be 
debarred Masonic privileges. 

The leading Masons of Hartford have 

been interviewed on the subject, and 
their opinioffs seem to conflict, and 
very prominent member of the order 
declares that the action of the lodge was 
uncalled for, and says that the result 
would have been different if the lodge 
had been composed of more experiencd 
Masons. 
_ Another eminent Mason is quoted as 
saying that he never knew of a similar 
case. He refused to say whether a Ma- 
son could testify against a brother Ma- 
son accused of crime, but said that 
Masons were frequently disciplined and 
expelled after they had been convicted 
of crime, but the outside public never 
knew it. 

Other Masons who were interviewed 
said that there was nothing in Masonry 
that justified the shielding of criminals, 
nor was a Mason forbidden to testify in 
court against a. brother. 

The result of Jackson's appeal to the 
grand lodge is looked for with interest. 
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Evidences of Contraction. 

The New York Evening Post, which 
undoubtedly knows the inside facts, de- 
clares that the government holds under 
lock and key the virtual proceeds of 
the three bond sales—that is to say, the 
greenbacks and treasury notes with 
which the gold received from the three 
bond sales was drawn from the treas- 
ury. So that the currency of the coun- 
try has suffered a double contraction. 
One hundred and sixty-odd millions of 
gold has been taken out of circulation 
and shipped abroad, and the one hun- 
dred and sixty-odd millions of green- 
backs and treasury notes that were used 
for draining the gold out are in the 
treasury under lock and key. 

Here, then, is a contraction of the cur- 
rency amounting to more than $300,000.- 
000, to say nothing of the large amount 
of gold that was shipped abroad before 
Mr. Carlisle bethonght himself of his 
duty to his financial bosses and began 
to lock up the greenbacks that were re- 
deemed in gold. And this process is 
still going on, accompanied by some 
results (over and above the constant 
fall of prices) that are worth noting. 

The other day, when there was a flur- 
ry in Wall street, the banks were com- 
pelled to resort to the familiar scheme 
of clearing house certificates, which ts 
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the rate of interest went up to 60 per 
cent. |A prominent bank president said 


Friday that if $100,000,000 of bonds. 


were fssued it would “cause a currency 
famine,” meaning that if greenbacks 
and treasury notes were used to buy 
gold or to draw it from the treasury 
they would thereby be taken out of cir- 
culation. 

Thé result of all this, as The New 
York Evening Post admits, is likely to 
be a premium on both gold and green- 
backs. We mention these things in or- 
der to show our readers in what direc- 
tion the single gold standard is hurry- 
ing us. The administration is violating 
the law, not only in making the green- 
backs redeemable in gold, but by lock- 
ing them up in the treasury after re- 
demption.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


A writer in The New York Mail and Ex- 
press says: 

“So much nonsense has been written, 
both in American and European papers, as 
to the size of the Gould fortune and the 
portion of it that was set aside as the dot 
of the Countess de Castellane, that the 
final report of the appraiser of the estate 
of the late Jay Gould is of considerable 
interest to the fashionable world. At the 
time of the death of the great speculator 
his property was estimated at some $83,* 
000,000. Since these figures were determined, 
the payment of various legacies, taxes, 
etc., has reduced the property to some 
$73,615,000. The deduction of a further sum 
of $1,250,000 for various purposes leaves 
the residuary estate at $72,500,000, in which 
each of the six children is entitled to a life 
estate in trust, amounting to about one- 
sixth of the whole. Under this disposition 
of the property the trust estate of the 
Countess de Castellane amounts exactly 
tO $9,712,218, which is a larger portion than 
will come to any of the other children ex- 
cepting Frank Gould. The sums allotted 
to each are between $9,000,000 and $10,000,000, 
but the countess’ share exceeds that of her 
brother George by almost $700,000. There is, 
I am informed, a further division of prop- 
erty made absolutely to the beneficiaries, 
through which each will receive between 
$2,500,000 and $3,000,000, of which the coun- 
tess’ share is exactly $2,557,197.34. It will be 
recalled at the time of the wedding I es- 
timated the fortune of Miss Gould at 
$13,000,000. How accurate my information 
at that time was is amply attested to by 
these final figures. Of the sum not in trust 
mrentioned above it will be seen that Miss 
Gould brought with her a little over $2,500,- 
000,, which, at the rate at which things go 
in Paris *is not likely to burden its pos- 
sessors. If, however, the young couple 
should be pleased to spend this large sum, 
they will still have the income on the $9,70v- 
000 trust estate, which, by the exercise of 
judicious economy, will doubtless keep the 
wolf from the door of their new Parisian 
hotel,”’ 


It is well Known that Victoria has un- 
dertaken an active interference in the for- 
eign policy of her government recently, 
and the neglect of British interests in the 
east during the last two years is attributed 
directly to her interference. It is also 
known that her desire has been for Eng- 
land to set an example of Christian for- 
bearance to other nations and exalt her 


._ self as the ideal of civilization. These lofty 


principles will scarcely justify the robbery 
of a feeble republic like Venezuela of a 
few thousand square miles of pasture land 
especiiully as the 
most of them are now owned by English- 
men and the citizens of the British colony 
of«Trinidad enjoy a commercial monopoly 
in that territory. It is also President 
Cleveland’s idea that an opinion as to the 
title to this territory, signed by men whose 
integrity and sense of justice is recognized 
will be accepted as final by the British pub- 
lic and the government will be compelled 
to withdraw from the controversy. There 
are many signs that Salisbury’s position 
is not cordially supported by the British 
people, and that his grasping policy will 
be condemned in case the boundary com- 
mission finds in favor of Venezuela. 

It is also worthy of remark that the dis- 
patch which the prince of Wales recently 
sent to The New York World on this sub- 
ject conforms very closely to the disposi- 
tion of the queen as reported in the letter 
from which the above extract is taken. 
His tone was exceedingly conciliatory, and 
coming from one who is always careful to 
observe official proprieties and has so clear 
a comprehension of the duties of his posi- 
tion it is quite as significant. 


There is much feeling and a strong bond 
of sympathy between the South American 
republics and our own, and they are more 
closely knitted together than is supposed. 
A fine heroic statue of Simon Bolivar, the 
liberator of Venezuela, is to be found in 
Central Park, New York, while an equally 
fine statue of George Washington adorns 
one of the public squares of Caracas, the 
capital city of Venezuela. In many re- 
spects the two men were similar, and Ven- 
ezuelans venerate the memory of Wash- 
ington as much as they do that of Bolivar. 
Scarcely a house in Caracas that does not 
have hanging on its walls a picture of 
Washington.

It was 
a brilliant incident in the history of Amer- 
ican independence, and the events occur~ 
ring all along the line attracted the at- 
tention of the whole country. 

But the half has not been told, The 


grand old bell will not go back to Phila- 
delphia in silence and quiet. lt will go 
back with three times the ceremony end 
nrany times more enthusiasm than char- 
acterized its coming. 

Official committees from the city council 
01 Philadelphia and the city council of 
Atlanta, with prominent delegations of 
citizens of both cities, will accompany the 
bell on: its return journey, which will be 
made on an elegantly decorated special 
train. 

The delegation from Philadelphia will 
leave that city January 16th, and will come 
to Atlanta. About two days later the bell 
will start. on its homeward trip. The 
route to Philadelphia has not been fully 
determined upon, but in all probability it 
will be by way of Macon, Augusta, Savan- 
nah and Charleston, giving the people of 
those cities and of intermediate points 
an cpportunity to greet the bell and show 
their patriotism. 

The trip from Atlanta to Philadelphia 
will be a memorable one. About thirty of 
the leading citizens of Atlanta and Phila- 
delphia will be on board the special train. 
Mayor King will, in all probability, accom- 
pany the bell on the trip, and will in a 
few days name a committee of citizens to 
make the journey. The council’s committee 
of Philadelphia, already named, has held 
several meetings and made extensive ar- 
rangements for the trip. 

The bell will be received with great de- 
monstrations at every point at which stops 
are made on the journey to Philadelphia, 
and when Philadelphia is reached a demon- 
Suation such as has seldom been made 
— the old bell, will be made in that 
Czu7. 
Love, who love the old bell as the sacred- 
est of American relics, will turn out in 
thousands and greet it upon its return to 
that city. There will be a grand welcome, 
in Which the Georgians will participate. 

The bell has been viewed by thousands 
and thousands in Atlanta. It is always 
surrounded by an admiring group. The 
two faithful Philadelphia officers who have 
guarded it for years remain by its side. 
Tomorrow night they will veil their prec- 
ious charge and await the day when the 
Philadelphia and Atlanta committees will 

call for it at the grounds to carry it to 
the train. There will be exercises at the 
grounds of an appropriate character.

THIS WAS A NARROW ESCAPE. 


A Boy Struck by a Stone Thrown from 
the Equitable.

In the logical style peculiar to all his 
sermons, Dr. Strickler divided his argu- 
ment into three heads—past time, past op- 
portunities and past sins. Quoting him 
substantially, Dr. Strickler observed in the 
first place that past time was irrevocable. 
Time, at best, is compared with the two 
eternities on either side of it—the eternal 
past and the eternal future—Wwas only a 
narrow stretch. In the scriptures time was 
spoken of in such a way as to emphasize 
iis brevity, the measure of human life 
being spoken of as a day, as the breadth 
of a hand and lastly as nothing in the 
sight of God. Not only was life brief, but 
its passage was swift, being compared to 
a watch in the night, the flight of an 
eagle or the speed of a horse bearing its 
rider through the smoke of battle with 
an order from the general in command, 
In view of the brevity of time and its 
rapid flight the utmost care should be 
taken in the use of time, lest any of it 
shouli be wasted. The wind that blows by 
us may return again on its backward 
sweep; the stream that flows by us may 
descend again upon the earth and resume 
its channel; the sun that shines in heaven 
today may shine again; but wasted time 
is lost forever. Wasted health may be 
restored; lost reputation may be regained: 
squandered wealth may be recovered; but 
lost time is forever lost and not a single 
hour can be recovered. How importani, 
then, to improve each moment and thus 
gvard against the awful consequences of 
time destroyed. 

Dr. Strickler next argued that lost op- 
pcertunities were likewise irrevocable. If 
a person undertook in early manhood to 
make up for the deficiencies of youth he 
wculd fail thereby to devote himself with
